Pike Smif Cantons have demanded a 
Neutrality for Ssvoy; they have infifted 
upon this Demand as moft reafonable upon 
rae Accounts; as thas they cannar fee 
clyes furrounded by the French, as 
they are obliged to concern themfcl¥es 18 
the Tranquility of Azy, and efpecially as 
gy are engag'd to the Duke ot Savey by 
{undry Alliances and Treaties, obliging 
them.to take that part of his Coutry into 
their Proteétion, or to affift him with a 
ceftain Number of Men, whenever it fhall 

be ‘Invaded. 

The Reafons and the Jultice oftheir Pre- 
teytions feem’d fo plain, and above all, the 
‘Intereft of the whole Helvetick Body 


was fo much concern’d in it, that it 
pafs'd with unanimous Zeal in all the pet- 
ty Diets of the Swift, that they fhould not 
fuffer the French to take Poffeifion of the 
Dutchy of Savoy. 

The Fresch Ambaffador , Monfiene Pufe 
fieux, Treated them with MemorialLetters, 
and Reprefentation, one in the neck of'an- 
other, of foft Words and {mooth Ex- 
prefions, of the Refpeé and Confiderati- 
on his Mafter had for the Laudable Cansons, 
till at laft the Swifs delired a Politive An- 
{wer, withthe Addition of the ufual Come 
plinient in fuch Cafes, of being ar ae te 
take otber Measures, and the likes After a 
neceffary delay for the fending and return 
of Couriers to France, the Ambaflador 
prefents the Aflembly a Letter, whereia 
he tellsthem, his Mafter defires to know 
what they mean by a Neutrality; this 
mof People took as it really was, and 
thought the Swift would-have feen them- 
felves Mack’d, . 

In this Interval, the. Duke of Seugy Re- 
takes the Dutchy of Savoy, from the French, 
and beat their Troops oat of every part of 
it, the Caftle of Chamberry only excepted ; 
had the Swi{s Cantons been refolv’d in their 
Meafures, then had been their time to have 
entered their Forces into Savoy, which the

I cannot but think that the Swifs difce- 
vered fo much of their unfteady Refolution 
in this Cafe, that the French Infult them. 
upon it; and it is to be obferved, that e- 
ver fince that opportunity: was loft, and 
the French,upon the Retreat of the Marquis 
de St. Reme with the Troops of Savoy, 
bave Recovered what they had before, vizs 
Poffeffion of the Dutchy ; thev have flighted 
the Offer of a Neutrality, and Treated 
them aftera differenc Manner $and now, as 
our Gazette obferves, he has fent to fatisfy 
them by this extraordinary Conceffion, shat 
to Convince them he has noc the Defign . 
they fear in his Head , he will engage up- 
der his Hand, that he wilt not Annex rhe 
Durethy of Savoy to the Crown of France, 
tho’ on a Peace ig fhould be agreed to be 
Granted to him. : 

This is a Jeft fo Grofs, that they who 
can. be dull enough to Have fuch a thing 
Put'apon them, need no Fortified Towns 
upon their Frontiers; the World need_ne- 
ver ask why the French King has not Fors 
tified on the edge of Switzerland, equal to 
other Parts of his Kingdom; what need of 
fighting with Men, that-may be Bully’d or 

heed!’ out of any thing-we want? 

This is‘ Confirmation to me, that the 
Swifg are no Conjarers; and that ’tis not 
for no bing they: batter them and laxglrat 
them fo im France, that to cafl a Man a 
Swift ig to call him a Bloekhead, and is 
taken accordingly. 

The Memorijais delivered to the Diets 
by the French Ambaffadors, of which afl 
our Monthly Accounts are very full, area 
fufficient Teftimony of this Matter ; and 
the prefent Pofitfhon of the Dutchy-of Se 
‘voy is the-Experiment. 

However, after all that has been fiid, 
the French were far from being Neked on 
that fide, having. two exceeding ftrong 


fal upon the Po. 
The Latter the Duke of Szvoy took by 2. 
hong eRe -and atthe Surrender, agreed 
to Demolifh the Fortifications, which the 
French have now repaired again. : 
The former the French Conceded to the © 


Duke of Savoy at the Jaft Peace. not 


pofing he would ever venture to divide his ; 


Intereft.from thenr again. 

And this I prefume is one Principal Reae 
fonywhy France, whe feem‘d under fome 
difadwantage on this Jide, takes fuch Effe- 
ttuat Care to make ap att the Deficiencies,. 
by maiataining the Superiority ofits Forres 
ithe Field; arid after alk that we have 


-jop’d for in that Cafe,. J-am forry to find: 


thar what I have fuggelted in the beginning- 
of thefe Papers, tho’ I pretend to no Spirit 
of Prophecy, is apparently tuo true, that 
the'King ot France finds no want of Men 
or Money to carry on the War, and that 
in every Place he Aéts of Offenuvely. 

The March of the Germans thro’ the- 
Milanefe,* the Retutn of the Duke of Szvoy- 
‘to the Alliance and Intereit of the Con- 
federates, are great things, "tis confefs’d: 
without the laft, tlie Germans niuft lon! 
ago have left Jczlys and without the firit, 
the Duke of Savoy muft quickly have fied 
from Turin, and abandon’d his Country 
to the Fremh, 

But with all thefe Advastages, we fee the 
Duke de Pendofme’s Army Recruited by 
Seay which, with faSmiffion co fome Mens. 
Condod, might have been prevented § 2: 
we find the Duke of Savoy have a Frcs 5° 
Army before him, Superiour to all bjs. 
Forces put together 3 at thie fame time, 
another French Army behind him, undér 
Duke de Feuilade, Attacking the Rortrefs. 
Safa, which is the Principal Pafs into

entirely inclos’d between two Armies. 

So true fas ait I have hitherto Advanc’d, 
as to the Grandeur of the French, been 
madé appear, by the unhappy Confe- 
quences.
